|HAGUE COURT 


IS STILL: AT IT 


Discussing Propositions From 
Different Countries.--No 
Action Yet Taken 


The Hague, June 27.—The first sub- 
committee of the first committee on 
arbitration met to-day. M. Bourgu- 
ois, presiding, read a communication 
from the Pan-American congress eld 
at Rio de Janeiro announcing the re- 
sults reached on the subject of arbi- 
tration, and expressing the wish to 
see these principles adopted by the 
peace conference in a manner corres- 
ponding with the interests of the civ- 
ihiged world. M. Bourguois also read 
a comunication irom Argentina re- 
garding arbitration in general and its 
relation to The Hague court of arbi- 
tration. The Argentina delegation 
submitted the text of all the arbitra. 
tion treaties coneluded since the ar- 
bitration of 1899, “and began reading 
the arbitration convention of 1899. 
Kight articles were read without ob- 
servations, except from Joseph W. 
Choate, who proposed the addition ta 
article 3 of part 11 the words “and 
to the desirable end that the signatory 
powers should offer their good offices 
and mediation,”’ 

Protection of Unfortified Places. 

At tho meeting of the sub committee 
on the bombardment of harbors, ete., 
General Horace Porter's proposition 
in regard to the bombardment of un- 
fortified towns was chiefly dealt with, 
Joseph H, Choate, General Porter, 
David J. Hill and James BB. Seott 
were present, Dr. Hagerup, president 
of the sub-comimiitteer, said that the 
questions referring to the bombard- 
ment of undefended towns and 
laying of mines, although technical, 
have otso a judicial character, while 
it mus: be defined in a humanitarian 
way, thus helping the cause of peace. 
Count Toeniell, Italian, and M. 
Tehary Koff, Russian, announced pro- 
positions on the subject of bombard- 
ment of harbors, and Italy, Japan, 
Brazil and Holland announced amend- 
ments to the proposition reierring to 
the laying of mines and torpedoes. 
The sub-committee also discussed the 
application of the Red Cross conven- 
tion to naval warfare, 

To Strengthen Arbitration. 

All the delegates to the peace con- 
ference agree that the first important 
sitting was that dealing with arbitra- 
tion. Many of the powers desire to 
strengthen arbitration to such a 
point as to make it become an insti- 
tution Which will gradually lead to 
the abolition of war among nations, 
just as confidence in the justice 
ordinary courts led to the abolition 
of duelling. The principal efforts in 
this direction are concentrated in an 
effort to render The Hague arbitration 
tribunal really permanent, giving it 
such power, prestige and influence, 
and above all unspeakable impartial+ 
ity, as to command universal confid- 
Efforts are also being made to 
simplify the procedure and lessen the 
expense, thus making it more acces- 
sible. 

Prrofessor Demartens has made pro- 
positions on the subject of good of- 
fice mediation, and on international 
commissions of inquiry, including the 
drafting of rules and regulations for 
procedure in cases of arbitration as 
deduced from experience of ,the last 
eight years. They are in reality a 
modification of the convention of 1899, 
with the object of broadening a ‘tra.

ory in a8 many cases as pr

Method of Summer Fallowing. 

Aceording to his method summer 
fallowing becomes summer tillling. 
He disks the summer fallow the first 
thing in the spring thus covering the 
soil with a blanket of fine mulch, 
which prevents evaporation, In work- 
ing the soil he uses a subsurface pack- 
er, packing at noon what he has 
plowed in the morning, and in the 
evening What he has ploughed in the 
afternoon. The land is ploughed only 
when the is moist. To gather 
moisture the land is disked and har- 
rowed. Aiter every rain the land is 
harrowed, thus killing the germinated 
weeds and covering the soil with the 
much desired blanket, 

This system of dry farming is held 


soil 


to be supplementary to irrigation 
where irrigation is accessible. Many 
crops such as alfalfa can be grown 


to perfection with the aid of irriga- 
tion. Even in distriets where the 
farmers depend exclusively upon irri- 
gation dry farming methods reduce 
the cost, as less water is required and 
evaporation is reduced to almost no- 
thing. 
Cronos Never Were Betier. 

Speaking of the crops the deputy 
minister said: “L never saw them in 
batter condition. In talking with 
the farmers I find them delighted with 
their prospects. Alter the hard winter 
and the knocks that were given the 
west by those living in districts where 
conditions were no better, the farm- 
ers are delighted with the way the 
season has turned out, and thgir eon- 
fidence and optimism in their country 
is greater than ever. The cutting, 
from present prospects, will not be be- 
hind that of last year, and the yield, 
L believe, will exceed it to a reterial 
extent. There has been an abundance 
of rain in the south and the latest 
sown spring crops are covering the 
ground,”

BRITISH RULE 
IN HINDUSTAN 


Mr. Morley Says That It Must 
Continue.--That Is A 
Plain Duty 


Mr. John Morley, the secretary of 
state for India, made a speech in the 
commons on June 6th on India while 
presenting the Indian budget. He clos- 
ed it with this explicit statement of 
the government's position :— 

“British rule ia India will continue, 
ought to continue, and must continue. 
There is a school who say that we 
might walk out of India and leave 
the people to govern themselves. We 
have no right to take the responsi- 
bility for the anarehy and bloody 
chaos that would follow. We must 
face the problems that lie before us 
courageously, firmly, and, whether the 
weather be fair or foul, with a hope- 
ful spirit.” 

The Daily Graphie thus reports his 
references to the disorders. He at- 
tributed them to various favoring cir- 
cumstances—the ravages of the plague, 
unfavorable seasons, and an unpopu- 
lar bill promoted in the legislative 
eouncil for the regulation of the new 
irrigation colonies. All these cireum- 
stances combined to make it easy for 
agitators to work upen the people. It 
would, however,’ be a great mistake 
to imagine that the agitation was due 
to agrarian causes, for out of twenty- 
eight meetings held in the Punjab 
only five even ostensibly dealt wath 
the agrarian question. Mentioning 
first Ajit Singh, Mr. Morley said that 
he would not quote his speeches,partly 
because they were “intolerable rho- 
domontade,”’ but still more because, 
if quoted in the house, they might be 
reproduced with impunity all over 
India, 

The Charge of Poisoning Wells. 

The other prime agitator, Lajpat 
Rai, Mr. Morley described, on the au- 
thority of Sir Denzil Ibbetson, as a 
man of blameless private life, and 
probably an honest enthusiast, who 
was inspired with intense hatred of 
the British people. There was suf- 
ficient proof that he was the chief 
organizer of the agitation, and the 
government came to the conclusion 
that the best way of stopping the agi- 
tation was to deport him, To show 
the danger that the agitation invoiv- 
ed, Mr. Morley mentioned that special 
pains had been takon by the agitators 
to seduce the Sikhs, who provided one 
of the best fighting elements in the 
Indian empire. He also described the 
malicious manner in which the agi- 
tators had spread rumors that the 
English people poisoned the wells in 
order to give the plague to natives. 

The Deportation of Lajpat Rai. 

Coming to the question of the justi- 
fication for the executive measures 
taken against Lajpat Rai and his fel- 
low-agitators, Mr. Morley pointed out, 
that a prosecution would have adver- 
tised the evil. Even the speeches of 
counsel, he said, amid much laughter 
from a house that loves not lawyers, 
often do more harm than the original 
offence. And the matter was too ser- 
ious to run any risks. Suppose that 
a single regiment of Sikhs had broken 
out at Rawal Pindi when the riots 
occurred. A blaze might have been 
kindled of the most serious character, 
It would have been absurd for us not 
to use the weapon given to us by the 
act of 1813 to prevent such a dis- 
aster, and J, jor one, have no apology | 
whatever to offer, 

Defence of Autocratic Government. 


Loud cheers followed this declara- 
tion, but Mr. Morley evidently ieit it 
due to his own position to explain 
more fully the reasons which justified 
him in reking action which, on the 
surface, was inconsistent with many 
of the opinions he had expressed, ‘I 
know,” he said, “that the phrase 
‘reason ‘of state’ is full of danger, but 
so also is sedition, I have opposed 
coercion acts in Lreland, but do hon, 
members really think that any com- 
parison is sible between Ireland, 
a part of the United Kingdom, and 
India, with ita millions of people sep- 
arated from one another by race, 
faith, traditions and conditions? Is 
there any man who contends that any 

aitical principle is capable of ap- 

‘ication without regard to  cireym- 
~anees and conditions? Certainly 
John Stuart Mill, at whose lamp we

ally, and to lead her forth gradually 
on the path of progress. 
Efficiency Versus Sympathy. 

After this defence of his own posi- 
tion, Mr. Morley went on frankly to 
deal with some of the difficulties of 
the present situation in India. There 
was a growing estrangement between 
the government and the people, less 
intercourse than there had been  be- 
fore, less knowledge and less sympa 


thy. The doctrine of efficiency had 
been pushed too hard, The govern- 
ment would be.a great deal more 


popular if it were a trifle less effici- 
ent. “Our danger,’ he added, amid 
loud cheers, “is the creation of 4 
pure bureaucracy—henorable,no doubt 
hard-working and efficient, but likely 
to be mechancial, lifeless, and, what 
is even worse, somlless.”” For these 
reasons Mr. Morley argued that part 
of our policy should. be the strength- 
ening of the native. states. 
The Position of the Educated Indian 
“We should also aim at getting back 
to a more personal, less bureaucratic 
government. Everything tends to show 
that the natives are particularly re- 
sponsible to 2 sympathetic adminis 
tration. Don’t let us waste our tim 
on displaying anger for those who are 
against us. 1 believe most of the 
people of India are,on our side. 1 
don’t say for a moment that they 
like us. That does not matter; they 
know that their whole interest — ix 
bound up in the law and order which 
we preserve.” Then followed a pas- 
sage with regard to the position of the 
educated Indian, The ducated Indi- 
ans are numerically infinite.imal, but 
it is fatally idle to say that their in- 
fluence does not count. That they 
would attack the present system ol 
government has long been seen to be 
inevitable. They want their share of 
political influence; they want their 
share of government emoluments 
They think they could work the ma 
chine as easily as British hands guide 
it. ‘My own belief is” said Mr. Mor- 
ley, straightening himself up and 
speaking with emphasis, “that they 
could not work it for a week.” 
Important Administrative Reforms. 
Mr. Morley went on to announce: 
that 1 royal commission would be ap 
pointed to consider by what means 
the government of India could be ren 
dered less centralized in character 
He further stated that the administra 
tive reforms that have for some timc 
been in contemplation are not to be 
postponed because of the sporadic dis: 
turbances that have occurred, and he 
sketched out the ivilowing important 
program: The creation of an advisory 
council of notables, to be called to- 
gether from time to time, to help to 
bridge the chasm between the govern- 
ment and the people; secondly, a sub- 
stantial enlargement of the existing 
legislative councils; thirdly, that the 
discussion Of the budget in the vice- 
roy’s council should be arranged und: 
eF separate heads, and a longer time 
should be allowed. Finally, Mr. Mor- 
ley snid that the time had now come 
when he could safely and wisely and 
justly nominate one or more natives 
of India to be members of the ceuncil 
of India that sits at Whitehall. 
Mr. Morley wound up his speech 
with an impressive peroration, He re- 
minded the house that though ‘“‘the 
Indian is an Asiatic, he is also aman, 
and we are bound to treat him with 
the same kind of respect that we re- 
quire ourselves,” and he concluded 
with the impressive words already 
quoted,

over the employes of the St. Johns 
pest oflice? 

Some persons who have quietly en- 
quired into the verity of reports be- 
ing ciruculated about the big Prince 
William street institution aver that 
it does, while others—of practical 
leanings, and with no tendencies in 
the direction of fatalism—laugh at 
the hoodoo idea and are inclined to 
believe that the extraordinary tacts 
are merely a wonderful coincidence, 

Be that as it may, it is nevertheless 


a fact that since 1893—or in fourteen 
years—nine employes of the postal 
depariment have gone insane. Some 


ot them have died; some of them are 
in the Provincial Hospital, and some 
are being cared for at their homes, 
The last one to be 80 unfortunately 
afflicted went out quite recently. 
Ther are in all 110 employes of the 
post office department who make St. 
John their headquarters, Oi this 
number 39 are railway mail clerks

ROMANCE IN 
A NOBLE FAMILY 


Recalled By Birth of Nephew 
Of Duke Of Norfolk--Claim- 
ant A Waitress 


London, June 26.—Noriolk House, 
the historic town mansion of the 
Duke of Norfolk, in St. James square, 
London, has just been the scene of 
the birth of a litthe boy for whom 
there are many honors in store. The 
infant ig not the son of the premier 
duke and premier peer of the British 
realm, but his nephew, being the off- 
spring of ‘the Hon.’ Mrs. Erie Drum- 
mond, younger sister of the Duchess 
of Norfolk, Erie Drummond is the 
eldest half brother and heir of the 
honors of the fifteenth Earl of Perth, 
who is likewise eleventh Viscount 
Strathallan, chief of the historic clan 
of Drummond, hereditary Thane of 
Lennox and Lord Drummond. 

If Lord Perth, who is a confirmed 
bachelor, succeeded to the ancient 
earldom of Perth five years ago, and 
if his brother Eric’s little boy just 
born is destined to succeed to this 
peerage, created in 1605 by James I., 
it is because of the failure of en 
American claimant of tne dignity to 
prove the validity of her pretensions. 
The claimyant.in question is a Brook- 
lyn waitress, who styles herself, I 
believe, Miss May Drummond, and 
who was employed formerly, and pos- 
sibly continues to be so stili, by a 
restaurant in the City of Churches. 
She is undoubtedly the great-grand- 
daughter of the fourteenth and tate 
Ear! of Perth, who was likewise Duke 
of Melfort, in France. There is a 
flaw in her parentage, and it is owing 
to this that she has been barred from 
the succession to the many peerage’ 
of her father’s family, the Drum- 
monds, a house which, of Hungarian 
origin, was founded by Maurice, 
brother of King Andrew of Hungary, 
who came to Scotland with Edgar 
Atineling and his sister, Margaret, 
afterward the wife of Malcolm IITI., 
irom whom he received the lands «f 
Drymen, or Drummond, in  8tirling- 
shire, whence hig descendants took 
their name. I may state here, by 
way of parenthesis, that the Drum- 
monds ‘furnished two queens to Scot- 
land, namely, Margaret, who was the 
consort of King David LI., and Anna- 
bella, who becaine the bride of King 
Robert III., and is therefore ances- 
tress of all subsequent sovereigns 
Scotland and Great Britain. 

An American Claimant. 

The American end of the nineteenth 
century romance relating to the earl- 
dom of Perth originated with the 
elopement of George Lord Drum- 
mond with one of the female servants 
of his maternal grandmother, the 
Hon, Mrs, “Delly’” Capel, who had 
brought him up. Lord Drummond 
married the woman, who was con- 
siderably his senior, at Liverpool, and 
then sailed with her for the Siates, 
where, after filling various places in 
New York of a more or less badly 
paid character, includin that oi 
ticket chopper on the elevated Tail- 
road, he finally died of consumption 
while night porter of one of the big 
New York newspapets. He leit 2 
daughter by. the woman, who some 
years later married again, Of course 
if his marriage had been periectly re- 
gular his daughter would be today-a 
peefess of her own right, instead of a 
restaurant waitress in Brooklyn. But 
I have in ws! possession ‘not ohly a 
letter from the late Lord Perth in- 
sisting upon the illegitimacy of May 
Drummond, but also a ¢ommunica- 
tion from Bunter & Haynes, ot Lin- 
coln’s Inn, London, the lawyers cf 
the late earl. In this letter, which 
bears the date of August 12, 1887, the 
lawyers say: “The late Lord Drum- 
mond was never legally married to 
the person who is referred to as his 
wife, Her name is Eliza Lewis. 
She was married at Folkestone, Kent, 
on November 9, 1864, to John Lewis, 
who is still alive. Nor is there any 
record of the marriage having been 
dissolved by divorce.” I may add 
that “Burkes’ Peerage’ and other 
analogous standard works of refer- 
ence ‘adopt the same view, and make 
no mention of Lord Drummond's ever 
having been either married or a 
father, 

Old Lord Perth did not like his 
grandson, a fact not so much due to 
the personal character of the young 
iellow as to the painful memories 
which his appearance, and even the 
mention of his name, always evoked 


in the mind of the earl from the 
very moment of his birth, Lord 
Drunmond’s parents, Viseouht and 


Viscountess Forth, bad been a source 
of profound humiliation, of disgrace 
and sorrow to the proud old thane. 
For Lord Forth, after being dismissed 
from the army for gross cowardice 
displayed as an officer of a crack 
Highland regiment at the battle of 
the Alma in the Crimean war, was 
foolish enough still iurther to render 
himself impossible socially by marry- 
ing Miss Mary Capel, niece of the 
then Earl of Essex, who had _ been 
just previously gravely compromised 
y Captain Blakely, of the royal ur- 
tillery, inventor of the Blakely gun, 
which was extensively used in the 
American Civil War. Four months 
after his marriage Lady Forth gave 
birth to a boy, who Lord Perth’ in- 
variably insisted was the offspring »t 
Captain Blakely, but who, neverthe- 
less, having been born in lawiul weid- 
lock, grew up to manhood under the 
name of George Drummond. Lord 
Perth declined to have anything 
whatsoever to do with the boy or iw 
recognize him, and the youngster was 
in consequence taken charge of by 
his . grandmother, the Hon. Mrs. 
Adolphu Capel. Meanwhile Lord 
and Lady Forth, ostracized by every 
one in England, betook themselves 
with Captain Blakely on board the 
latter’s yacht first of all to this coun- 
try, where they were treated to a very 
cold shoulder and afterwards to South 
America, where the captain drank 
himself to death, Lord Forth re- 
turned to England, and met with a 
serious accident while intoxicated nt 
Leamington, succumbing to his  in- 
juries, Lady Forth, who had re- 
mained in-America, thereupon mar- 


ried there Edward Dering, elder 
brother of the present Sir Henry 
Dering, and died some years ago ut 
Lima, leaving no issue of her second 
marriage. Edward Dering aiter her 
demise married Miss Fanny White- 
head, and on his death she went on 
the stage under the name of Mrs. 
Bernard Beere. As Edward Dering 
pre-deceased his father, his widow, 
the actress, was never “Lady” Der- 
ing, although some people, ignorant 
of the true facts of the case, are fond 
of describing her as such, 


Earidom of Ancestor. 


Formerly there were vast estates 
that went with the earldom of Perth, 
including Drummond Castle, one of 
the grandest places in Scotland. But 
all these passed into the family of 
the present Lord Ancaster through 
the marriage of Lady Sarah Drum- 
mond, only child of the eleventh Earl 
of Perth, to Peter Robert, nineteenth 
Lord Willoughby d’Eresby, a dignity 
that has since been merged into the 
Karidom of Ancaster, ‘rhe present 
Lord Perth owns about 10,000 acres in 
Perthshive, ineluding Strathallan 
Castle, Machany. He is a very dis- 
tant kinsman of. the late earl. For 
in order to establish his relationship 
to him it was necessary to go back 
to the year 1571, when the second 
Lord Drummond died, leaving two 
sons, the elder of whom became Earl 
of Perth, while the younger became 
Lord Strathallan and founded the 
Strathalian branch of the Drummond 
family. Indeed, the present earl, 
Lord Perth, was known as Lord 
Strathallan until he succeeded to the 
earldom, 

But it ig not only to all 
Drummond honors and dignities 
which the ‘infant son ot the Hon, 
‘Eric and Mrs. Drummond is destined 
to succeed, It is quite on the cards

The present 
Lord Herries has no sons, but only 
two daughters, the élder of whom, 
now Duchess of Norfolk, has a little 
girl, The Scotch barony of Herries 
as through the male line—her little 
daughter; failing them, her only 
sister, Mrs. Eric Drummond and 
her little daughter; falling them, her 
aiter the latter, her little baby’ boy, 
recently born, 

The family of which Lord Herries 
ls the chiet plays a conspicuous role 
in the pages of Red-gauntlet, not the 
least eee of Sir Walter Scott's 
novels, dgauntiet himself, the type 
of unuying loyalty to the Stuart 
cause, is throughout the novel more 
generally known by his mother's 
name Of Herries, and when young 
Alan Fairford observes to his father 
that their guest ‘has the air of a 
man of big rank” the old lawyer re- 
marks: “‘He is well entitled, repre- 
senting as he does the Herries cf 
Birrenswork—a branch of that great 
and once powerful family of Herries, 
the elder branch thereof merged in 
the house of Nithsdale in 1667.”

His Interest In Preservation Of 
Roman Catholic Art Won 
Pope’s Gratitude 


Rome, June 27.—The recent rumor 
that J. Pierpont Morgan intends to 
leave the Episcopal Church and be- 
come a Roman Catholic has this 
much of a foundation, just leaked out 
from Vatican circles: The Pope 
wished to give him some conspicu- 
ous token of recognition and appre- 
ciation, and the Vatican authorities 
had sounded Mr. Morgan’s personal 
friends as to whether he would aec- 
cept the title of prince of the holy 
Roman fmpire. 

It is said that the honor would 
make him the equal in dignity to 2 
cardinal. Mr. Morgan signified his 
willingness to accept the title, which 
in past ages has been 
only on sovereigns, and is now held 
by the Emperor of Austria and the 
Emperor of Germany. It was, how- 
ever, observed by some Vatican pre- 
lates that papal titles cannot be con 
ferred on private persons unless they 
are Catholics ,and an intimation oi 
this was conveyed to Mr. Morgan's 
friends, 

Mr. Morgan is personally acquaint 
ed with Pius X., whom he greatly ad- 
mires, and two years ago, when he 
visited, the Vatican, the Pope per- 
sonally escorted him, arm in arm, 
through the Vatican museum and 
galleries. No such honer has ever 
been done by a Pope to a private 
person, and very seldom even to.e 
sovereign, 

A prominent. prelate here, when 
asked what merits Mr. Morgan pos- 
sessed in the eyes of the church au 
thorilies to be considered worthy of 
the great honor proposeg for him, 
said that in the first placo Mr. Mor- 


gan had done much toward rescu- | 


ing ecclesiastical — artistie objects 
trom the hands of iconoclasts, who 
would have let them perish.

IS AN OPTIMIST 


Returns From Europe Convinced 
That Prosperity Is Firmly 
Established 


New York, June 27.—Thomas W. 
Lawson of Boston, who has been mo 
toring through Europe, returned on 
the Celtic last week, brown and chip- 
per, though he had been in bed on 
shipboard since Thursday with a cold 
He said he saw nothing abroad ci 
here indicating financial trouble. 

“Europeans regard this country ar 
the most prosperous in the world, 
said he. “They believe American: 
have money without stint. On my 
avtomohile trip from Nice to Paris 
I took pains to stop in small towns 
to study the financial conditions 1 
the country. I also studied them in 
Paris.” He said he would continuc 
to fight the “system.” 

Mr. Lawson had an audience with 
the pope, and sat to Antonio Man- 
chinl, “the mad paifter,”’ for his 
portrait. Manchini, Mr. Lawson said 
had the reputation of being the great- 
est colorist in the world. He also had 
a bust of himself made by Benleuere 
For three weeks he sat to Manchini, 
During intervals, the. financiar said 
the painter would go off into his mad 
streaks. He would creap and _ roli 
about the floor, scream and yell and 
indulge in a variety of wild capers. 

Sces Roosevelt in Race. 

Of the next candidate of the Re 
publican party for president, M! 
Lawson said: ‘Roosevelt will b 
nominated without doubt, and he will 
be elected. Fourteen months ago 1 
made a bet of $10,000 with Maurie: 
Untermyer, H. H. Rogers, lawyer 
that Mr. Roosevelt would be nom 
inated again, Mr. Untermyer betting 
that he would not be renominated. !

“Europeans seem to think that be, 
fore a greattwhile things in this na 
tion will be brought to an issue, anc 
that it will be a certainty that Har 
riman will take his portmanteau and 
his yellow jacket and go to the White 
House and give up, and that by that 
time Roosevelt will have created a 
bureau or another commission that 
will rip the system to pieces. The 
people of Europe have more confi 
dence than Americans that Harriman

Like Eternity.

“an eternity of unspeakable mental 
agony. I knew that I was alive the 
greater part of the time and made ter- 
rible inward struggles to manifest 
some outward sign of life. May no 
human being-not the worst enemy J 
ever had or shall have—pass through 


+ such tortures. 


When the undertaker came I 
thought I should have gone mad. 
How awiul it seemed that 1 should 
be unable to so much as open my 
eyes ar even wink while I could 
plainly feel the undertaker measuring 
me. T hoped for something to happen 
that might so startle me as to pl'o- 
duce a sign of life. 

“Ii the undertaker had not meas- 
ured me a second time I suppose I 
might have given up the ghost, Hy 
told me afterwards that he always 
measured bodies twice—not in order 
to make sure whether they were dead, 
but only to be correct,

TO EUROPE BY WAY 


OF THE HUDSON BAY 


The Prosn“cts of Great Grain Ca rrying Foute From Canadian West 
Discussed in An Interesting Way. 


Miss Agnes C. Laut, who has done 
excellent historical work on the fur 


companies trading into Hudson's 
Bay, in her various stories, pub- 
lishes in the current issue of the 
American Review of Reviews the fol- 
lowing article on the use of the route 
for commercial purposes today, un- 
der the title “To Europe, by Way of 
Hudson Bay.” : 

The utter blockade ot east-bound 
freight on all the railroad lines of 
the Northwestern States and Western 
Canada has given great impetus to 
the agitation for a short route to Eu- 
rope«by way of Hudson Buy. 

Any schoolboy looking at a globe 
knows that distances east and west 
are shorter toward the pole than to- 
ward the equator, From Japan to 
Liverpool by way of San Francisco 
is 11,000 miles; by way oj Seattle, 
10,200 miles; by way of Vancouver- 


Montroal, 10,000; by way of Prince 
Rupert—the new Grand Trunk ter- 
minus—and Montreal, 9,300 miles; 


by way of Prince Rupert and Hudson 
Bay, 8,275 miles, 

Take «a map and look at the Atlan- 
tie seaports, New York and Mont- 
veal are both on the broadest belt of 
America—both at the greatest pos- 
sible distance from the Western 
shipper. Look at the little fur post 
of Churchill, up on Hudson Bay. It 
is from 1,500 to 2,500 miles nearer 
the Western shipper than New York 
ov Montreal, The spokes of a wheel 
running from San Francisco and 
Denver and Salt Lake and Portland 
and Vancouver and Edmonton to a 
hub at) Churchill aro just half as 
long as the spokes of a wheel run- 
ning from these points to Montreal 
or New York, / 

That is the fact as to distance, It 
means that a railrond to Hudson 
Bay would cut the haul of the big 
transcontinental roads in half atid 
move Liverpool 2,000 miles nearer 
Western shippers. One hardly needs 
tu add that such a project has been, 


and will be, furiously opposed by 
Eastern seaports ,and railroads that 
feed those seaports. For twenty- 


five years, railroad projects | irom 
Winnipeg to Hudson Bay have sim- 
pv been blanket charters smother- 
ed and kept in abeyance by rival 
railroads; but a change has come. 
The inrush of immigration, the in- 
crease of wheat yields, have proved 
the utter inability of the existing 
transportation lines to handle the in- 
woing and outgoing freight of the 
West, Within the past six months 
six different charters have been tak- 
en out for different railroad schemes 
connecting with Hudson Bay. One 
of these was obtained by Mr. Hill, 
who used to ridicule a Hudson Bay 
‘eroad as a venture that would be 
S“snowed up ‘ior tem Months of the 
year and iced up the other twa,” 
he Hill charter plans to feed the 
freight of Dakota and Minnesota in- 
to the Saskatchewan valley and from 
the Saskatchewan to Hudson Bay. 
Builders are at work on the southern 
end of this project now. Another 
of these six Hudson Bay charters is 
owned by the new Canadian trans- 
continental line — the Mackenzie 
Mann road. Of the 400 miles need- 
ed to connect Churchill with the rail- 
roads of the Saskatchewan, the 
Mackenzie-Mann road has already #0 
built, to connect with the Pas, at the 
mouth of the Saskatchewan, a rail- 
road with trains running, not “just 
an iron tonic for the cows,’’ as the 
funny papers have always described 
roads to Hudson Bay, Asked if an 
ocean steamship line would be es- 
tablished from Churchill to Liver- 
pool, Mr. Mackenzie retorted: “What 
do you think we are building a road 
to Hudson Bay for?” 
* Two other projects have been gal 
vanized into life by the schemes for 
a Hudson Bay route, For years 
Canada has talked of a deep-water 
canal up the Ottawa from the St. 
Lawrence to the Great Lakes. Sud- 
denly, surveyors are set to work es: 
timating the cost of a eanal that 


would connect Lake Superior with 
Ocean traffic, The cost, it,may be 
said, is estimated at  $120,000,000. 


Then, around Hudson Bay is a vast 
unorganized territory — Keewatin, 
about the size cf Germany, The 
Western Provinces of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan suddenly awaken — to 
the fact that each wants an exten- 
sion of its boundaries across Kee- 
watin for a seaport on Hudson Bay, 

From the Wheat Fields to the Sea. 

From being a project at which the 
funny papers poked nonsense about 
“steel rails and iron tonic for the 
cows,” and which Eastern ports smil- 
ingly regarded as “cold-storage 
schemes” which the climate would 
furever prevent, the Hudson Bay 
route to Europe’ looms large as 2 
reality in the very near future on 
which the West may — depend. 
Roughly speaking Churchill is just 
1,000 miles frora the grain areas of 
Hill's roads. New York is 2,000 

iles, Churchill is 1,600 miles from 

"gon, New York is nearly 3,000, 

‘0 put is briefly, Churchill is the 
same distance from the shippers of 
the Northwestern States as St. Louis 
is from New York. 

Says Premier Laurier, in answer to 
a request for a road frop ex-Premier 
Greenway of Manitoba: “I agree the 
time has come for the railroad to 
Hudson Bay. ‘The statute-books con- 
tain a standing offer of 12,000 acres 
of land per mile along 
this railroad; and if this is not vuf- 
ficient encouragement for promoters, 
other means must be found.” 

Says Bishop Lofthouse, who spent 
his liie at Churchill: “1 have every 
jaith in a Hudson Bay route to Eu- 
rope. It is bound to come, though 
there will be a tremendous difficul- 
ties navigating the Straits. When 
we entered the Straits we ran into 
pack ice. A fog descended, When 
it lifted we found oarselves 60 miles 
off our course, Standing on deck in 
the Straits, I have counted thirty

two icebergs four times the height 
of our topmast,” 

The “other means” to build the 
Hudson Bay road, to which Premier 
Laurier refers, so guardedly, is a 
plan endorsed solidly by the Liberals 
in the west—to set aside a certain 
percentage from public lands sold 
and to finance the Hudson Bay 
route—railroad and steamship jine— 
as a national undertaking. “I! the 
country stands the expense of this 
road by land grants or guaranteeing 
bonds, it should own the road, even 
if it leased the line for oper si’ ng ‘u 
other companies,’ declared a protm- 
inent Western Liberal. 

Half the Present Railroad Haul. 

(1) If a railroad ran to Churebill 
(and one is now a fourth of the way 
there); (2) and if Churchill were a 
practicable harbor; (3) and if Hud- 
son Straits could be navigated—two 
of the three ifs very big ones, indeed 
—the haul of the railroads to the 
Atlantic ports would be cut just in 
half. Traffic, like water, finds the 
easiest and shortest way to the sea 
It needs no ‘wizard of Wall street’ 
to conjure up what coup is being 
planned by the men who have faith 
in the Hudson Bay route. 

Would Churchill be a 
harbor? It is situated farther south 
than Sitka, on the Pacific, not so far 
north ar St, Petersburg and Christi 


ania and Stockholm; but that is not 
jthe point. The point is: How 
long is the harbor open? Bishop 


Lofthonse says from June to Novem- 
ber. It was my privilege. last Win- 
ter to go through the official records 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company from 
the time Churchill was first diseov- 
ered. Since 168, when the Hudson’s 
Bay Fur Company ships first went 
there, [ find only one year when the 
company’s ship—a very poor old 
tub of a sailing vessel in the eigh- 
teenth century—failed to enter the 
harbor. The captain reported that 
he could not enter the harbor for 
ice. Ii he had said the Straits, it 
would have been credible; but the 
company refused to receive his report 
as truth censured him severely and 
dismissed him as a coward. ' 
seems his ship was not oi the most 
seaworthy. His crew were impress- 
ed senmen and mutinous. Coming 
to Churehill, he found a tremendous 
gale raging, such as  occasi mally 
sweeps away the sea front of Atlan- 
| tie City. The ice was churning. ‘The 
captain lacked courage, turned tail, 
and fled back to England with his 
cargo. In all the other 220 years the 
company’s ships always found cer- 
tain refuge in Churchill, till it came 
to have the reputation of being one 
of the finest natural harbors in Amer- 
ica, 

The records show that it often re- 
mained free of ice till. December, and 
and was seldom closed before the 


middle of November. In spring, 
records state—and as I am not writ- 
ing a brief for either side of the 


heated controversy, I set it down just 
as the records give it—that Churchill 
is a month later opening than Mooe 
or Albany or Nelson, south of it on 
Hudson Bay. The scuthern tur posts 
might be open in April. They were 
always open toward the end of May. 
| Churchill was seldom open beiore the 
end of May,--I had almost said was 
never open before the end of May; 
but the records give several mild 
seasons when all the ports were 
‘loosened of ice by the end of March; 
but it was often as late as the 20th 
of June. Caleulating only on cer- 
tainties, this gives Churchill an open 
season of five months always— 
sometimes seven, 
The Harbor of Churchill, 

The harbor itself could not have 
been better if it had been made to 
order. It is a direct 5501ile plain, 
open deep-water sailing from the 
west end of the Straits—no shoals, 
no reefs, deep enough for the deep- 
est draft keel that ever sailed the 


sea, This—as captains of the big 
warships know-—is true of neither 
Montreal nor New York. At New 


York, deep-draft ships have to wait 
th tide both for approach and de 
parture; and on the St. Lawrence. 
ships are always taking a mud bath 
on the sand bars, Over against this 
udvantage, let it be stated frankly. 
Churchill, summer and winter, ~'s 
subjected to just as furious gales as 
ever battered the iron rocks of New- 
foundland. I could tell of a dozen 
cases where old whalers ,old sailors 
and modern steam-goers had to wait 
two days for a storm to abate before 
attempting to enter the harbor 
Three beacons placed by the fur 
| traders afford some guidaiuce; but it 
musi be remembered, of modern aids 
to navigation—lighthouses, buoys, 
signal stations—there are yet none. 
“One other danger peculiar to 
Churchill] must be noted: Five miles 
out the bay is open all the year 
round; but as the cold becomes in- 
tense, what is known as “irost-top’’ 
lies thick as wool on the sea, ob 
scuring everything. 

On the right of the entrance to 
Churchill are a beacon and the 
crumbling ruins of old Fort Prince 
of Wales, on Eskimo Point—built to 
withstand fhe French in 1782, and 
once one of the strongest forts in 
America. Here, French traders 
fought for the prize of the beaver 
wealth with shrapnel and shell. 
Here, old Hudson Bay worthies ruled 
jotiously and well—little kings in a 
wilderness~-one man over an empire 
the size of Rusia, ruling by dint of 
his personal prowess, or pompus dig- 
nity, or homeopathic doses of a 
sleeping draught to unruly Sndians 
or kegs of laundanumed brandy, or 
the butt ehd of an oar. Here, Hearne 
set forth on his wilderness discov- 
eries of Athabasea, Here, homesick 
young Englishwen of gentle birth, 
sent to expiate the follies of youth, 
looked longingly east aeross the sun- 


dyed seas toward England, little 
dreaming that an empire greater 


practical | 


than Engand was to arise on the west 
oi Churchill, Here, La Perouse cap- 
tured fort and fur traders and bag- 
gage and all when France spraug to 
war to assist the revolting American 
colonies. 


Across from the crumbling ruins, 
twenty feet thick at base, with rusty 
cannon, stamped G. R.—George i.— 
on the other side of the river is 
Batterly Point—with o flag flying 
above storehouse and pier. The en- 
trance between the two headlands 
jis not a half mile wide, against the 
tremendous current of river and ebb 
tide; but the depth is untouchable. 
Port Churchill is the harbor-—a_ mag- 
nificent expanse of land-locked wa- 
ter, with the fur po. five miles up 
stream. This, then, is the harbor to 
which Western railroads ate working 
their bis 4 The question may be 
asked; Vhy not some of the other 
harbors of Hudson Bay? The an- 
swer jis to be found in the records: 
The coast is so shoaly at York and 
Moose, so boulder-strewn and reefy at 
Albany, that the harbors are not 
good for even light-draft whalers. At 
York, ships must anchor five miles 
out at: Five Fathom Hole. At Al- 
bany and Moose, the coast is boul- 
deestrewn and shallow a. 9 swamp. 
hand, then keep waten a. Jiuxgh tide, 
anchoring, if possible, on the shelter- 
ed side o1 a big berg, or in the middle 
of a tield of soit ice—when still an- 
other danger must be watched—the 
suck of the undertow. 

_ Lt will be seen that all railroad pro- 
jects to Mudson Bay hinge, not on 
Chureni'l harbor, but on the naviga- 
tion of the Straits, Can they be 
heyigated? How long are they open? 
Kvem ii they can be navigated by 
slow ocean-goers, will they be of any 
avail for a inst Atlantic route? ‘The 
Canadian government has sent two 
special expeditions (in 1845 and 1897) 
to test the navigation of the Straits, 
and one generai expedition to navi 
gute the northern waters (1903-4); but 
the guestion has become so terribly 
politicel—so much a question of east 
versus west—that the official reports 
on the expedition ure more note- 
worthy ior what they leave unshid 
than aor what they say. Tne Gordon 
expedifion of 188) and the Wakeham 
of 1897 definitely established — these 
tacts: Hudson tay is open all the 
year round; an open current flows 
through the Straits winter as well as 
sunimer, but owing to ice drive this 
current oi the Straits is closed to 
navigation aiter November, and not 
open again till June—tnat is, there 
we always five months when — the 
Straits can be navigated, sometimes 
six, There was also discovered just 
inside the eastern entrance to the 
Straits a splendid land-loecked bar- 
bor, or haven of refuge--Vort iurwell 


sheltered trom all winds but the 
south, 

Mr. A. P. Low’s expedition oi 
1903-4 made a still more important 
contribution to the data on the 


Straits,  brom actual experténce and 
from the testimony of old Hudson 
Bay navigators, Mr. Low established 
the fact of two open currents always 
flowing in the Straits; one along the 
north shore, inland westward, bear- 
ing the ice-drift of Greenland, so 


the ice-drive; one along the south 
shore outward eastward, bearing the 


navigate the Straits with 
dritt, not against it. In fact, the 
difficulties of the old navigators 
seemed to have been that they did 
not know these currents and atlempt- 
ed to sail against the drive, 

The Record of Wrecks. 

On the whole, the records of Hud- 
son Bay iur traders are even more re- 
liable than the Government reports 
Of a Jew seasons’ cruises. Since 1667 
the company’s vessels have »avigated 
the Straits—in its early « <= irom 
1713 to 1800, as many as four and five 
frigates a year. What porcentage of 
these had trouble in the Straits? 
From the racerds, I judge all had 
trouble in the Straits, and a very 
large number of disasters, This will 
not please men pinning their faith on 
the Hudson Bay route to Kurope; but 
it is the record of facts--of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company vessels, and not 
an opinion, I take up one oi thou 
sands Of pamphiets—this one by a 
Dominion = governnvent enthusiast—- 
that have been advocating this route 
jor 20 years, and I read: 

“Of all the ships belonging to the 
Hudsoa’s Bay Company there have 
been remarkably few losses, and none 
at all in the Straits. Considering 
that the coasts are quite unsurveyed, 
without charts, beacons, lighthouses, 
or pilot, it must be admitted this is 
a remarkably favorable record.” 

It is a remarkably favorable record, 
so lavorable taht it is a made-up piece 
of nonsense, In the first forty years 
of its existence— 
—the, company lost thirteen vessels. 
Tiiese were lost in war, with the ex- 
ception of the Salisbury, wrecked in 
tre English channel. Then came six 
wrecks in ten years, from 1726 to 1736 
four of them in the Straits, two of 
them under Captain Coates, both 
wreched by the tide swirl of Ungava 
Bay. From my examinations of the 
Hudson's Bay company journals from 
1670 to 1820, 1 venture to say no ten 
years of the company’s history passed 
without a wreck, Hear what old Cap-
